Archaeolagical 
of art which has no parallel now. It is sald 
by some scientists who have slightly lifted 
the veil at the borderiand of psychical re 
search that a wonderful civilization once 
flourished upon a continent now submerged 
beneath the waters of the Atlantic. They 
tell us that the traces of Toltéc art which 
indicate a high degree of culture were di- 
rectly connected with the lost Atlantis. We 
know that there were splendid ancient civ- 
flizations buried deeply in the dust of the 
ages—eéxisting only in name. Babylon was 
destroyed in the height of its eplendor, and 


classic Greece is no more. All the arts of 


past ages, all the finer shades of civilisa 


tion did not avail to save the humanity of 


those epochs from facial extinction. As 
one by one the various nations of antiquity 
became morally corrupt and spiritually atro- 
phied they were swept into oblivion. Their 
arts could not save them. ¢ 


It may be argued that change is a law of 
life—that nothing acquires permanency— 
that the form-side is ever mutable. This is 
true, but it is equally true that the passing 
of any highly developed creation may be 
indefinitely postponed. If the law of life 
is understood and observed nobler and finer 
types of civilization may succeed one an- 
other until the divine in man transcends 
the human and immortality becomes more 
than a dream. When anything dissolves 
prematurely it is because the principle of 
decay predominates. The analogy holds 
good in our civilizations. The germ of 
criminal and corrupt instinct in a commvu- 
nity or a nation if allowed to grow up 
checked ends in destruction of all ite life- 
cells. Death without a redeeming circum- 
stance follows swiftly and what began so 
promisingly becomes but a hame with a 
stigma attached. A grim Némesis pursues 
the defler of law and morality in any civil- 
ization—in the national as in the individual 
life. The change which evolving life de 
mands is merely progression—life upon a 
higher and higher spiral. It never leads 


downward to decay and death, but ever up 


ward to wider and fuller life. ’ 
Among the unrecognized arts of our pres- 


ent-day civilization is that of character - 


building. It is ome which, if ptoperily un- 


derstood and cultivated, would preserve all 


our arts and our human achievements. 
Printing has been called the “art preserva- 
tive;:’ but character-bullding might well be 
termed the “art of arts.” Upon it. depends 
ali progress, even the life of a nation. 
Were the art of character-building but half 
understood we should have a surprisingly 
beantiful humanity among us instead of the 
dwarfed and deformed specimens we see 
on every hand. The physical abnormalities 
are the very least of the hideous manifes- 
tations. Soul-deformity is the most appall- 
ing of all and the root of all the physical 
ills. With an awakened soul blossoming 
out into beauty—a national soul of purity 
and honor—the real meaning and purpose 
of our afts will be understood. With the 
germ of corruption left out our arts will 
flourish and our civilization endure. It is 
possible thus to reach a higher: type of 
pure art than was ever produced by the 
classic periods of antiquity. Shall our fu- 
ture art-center, which we are now visualis- 
ing with civic pride, materialise? Shall it 
be a center of true art—with the soul of 
art guiding and inspiring—or the beautiful 
blossom of & day with the germ of death at 
heart?

MONTREAL (P. Q.) Oct. 1-—This 
city is rapidly acquiring popularity 
with visitors from the States. More 
American® than usual are here and 
they are coming from greater dis- 
tances. Their appreciation of Mon- 
tréal is not so much due to its being 
a picturesque old metropolis and the 
fifth city of North America, of which 
fact Montreal is not a little prouwd. 
It is @hiefy prohibition which is 
sending the extra visitors and which 
ia bringing Montreal inte fame as 
the second most cheerful place in the 


course, being the first. 

Last year Montreal was even more 
cheerful than it now is. Then liq- 
ueor Was not restricted te beer and 
wines, and Montreal entertained one 
convention after another, until it 
threatened to become the eonvention 
céhter of the continent. But even 
now, with the province of Quebec 
limited ag to variety of drinks, it is 
aé an oasis in 4 desert, Ontario next 
néoor being quite dry.

This style of architecture was 
adopted in many instances to divide 
the Houses Into flats. One family 
uses the lower floor, while the other, 
entering above by a different set of 
stairs and doorway, is at home in 
the upper roome. 

The same idea has been used in 
the States, though with what would 
seem to us the more sensible pian 
‘of having the stairs to the upper 
floor inside the entrance. Espécial- 
ly in a country where winter is «a 
long siege of snow and ice, a fight 
of fifteen or twenty stepa to be kept 
in condition for use must be dis- 
couraging.

WHY 


IS MELTED CHEESE CALLED 
A “WELSH RABBIT?” 


The name of the dish composed 
of melted cheese, with the addition 
of sundry sauces and piquant flavor- 
ings, is usually spelled “rarebit” an 
error due to the fact that persons 
who would see no resemblance be- 
tween their favorite midnight re- 
past and a hare which came from 
Wales concluded that it must be a 
“rare bit.” Even such authorities 
as Worcester and Webster were 
formerly guilty of this mistake, un- 
til an examination of continental 
colloquialisms showed them where 
they erred. 

“Welsh rabbit” is nothing more 
than slang, belonging to the same 
category as a number of other. but 
less familiar; names applied to the 
favorite dishes of various com- 
munities. In England, for example, 
they still refer to a sheep's head 
stewed with onions as a “German 
duck,” while a bag-pudding is a 
“Leicestershire plover’ and “Nor- 
féik capon” is nothing more than 
eating-house slang for a herring. 
Following the same school of rough 
wit, the French call a herring a 
“poulet de careme” oor “Lenten 
chicken,” while the Italians reverse 
this process, referring to a chicken 
as a “fish out of the.coop.” Nor is 
the custom by any means confined 
to Evropean countries, as witness 
the New England habit of speaking 
of codfish as “Cape Cod turkeys” 
and the current slang of “Irish con- 
fetti’ instead of bricka. 

So. “Welsh rabbit” it should re- 
main—on account of the fondness of 
the Welsh for toasted cheese and 
not because ft is a rare bit of deli- 
cacy.

wine. The statement was to the ef- 
fect that Mr. Woolwine would cause 


the’ arrest of witnesses before the 
grand jury immediately after they 
testified in the matter relating to 
the investigation of the conduct of 
his office. 

Mr. Elmendorf stated that any- 
one who has any information relat- 
ing to the Woolwine investigation 
need not fear anything, but, on the 
other hand, will be given the full 
protection of the law. 


FOREMAN'S STATEMENT. 

Mr. Bimendorf made the follow- 
ing statement yesterday regarding 
the declaration of Mr. Woolwine 
that he would jail witnesses after 
testifying against him before the 
grand jury: 

“I have this day forwarded a liet- 
ter to the Attorney-General, inclos- 
ing clippings of Mr. Woolwine's 
threats to jail such witnesses as ap- 
pear before the grand jury as soon 
as they leave the grand jury rooms. 
I am leaving it to him to take such 
action as may be necessary. 

“If Mr. Woolwine or anyone else 
attempts to interfere with any of 
those whe have been called or who 
are subpoenaed to appear before 
the county grand jury for evidence 
concerning the conduct of Mr. Wool- 
wine in office, we shall promptly ask 
for a citation for contempt of court. 
The law provides for a fine or im- 
prisonment, or both. in such Cases. 

“I find it necessary to make this 
announcement because of the in- 
timidating statements appearing in 
the press in which Mr. Woolwine is 
quoted. Certainly no one who has 
any evidence to give to the grand 
jury. need fear from such powerless 
threats. The grand jury is the of- 
ficial body of citizens qualified by 
law for all investigations into coun- 
ty affairs and it will proceed with 
fearless impartiality. Mr. Woolwine 
ia not above its powers and it can- 
not be intimidated; nor can its wit- 
nesses be interfered 
Woolwine well knows. 

“The statements of Mr. Woolwine 
that he would jail those who might 
dare to give testimony against him 
merely gives added strength to the 
need for a complete investigation of 
his office. The testimony before the 
Public Offices Committee, charges 
that he takes the law into his own 
hands in issuing complaints where 
none should be issued, resulting in 
the diemiesal of these cases, and fail- 
ing to issue them in cases whére 
they should be issued. 

“The questio® involved in this in- 
vestigation is*this: Is Q@homas Lee 
Woolwine guilty of the ‘charges 
made against him? Is he guilty or 
not guilty of a ‘carnival of extrava- 
gance, waste, corruption and inef- 
ficiency’? The grand jury intends 
to investigate these charges thor- 
oughly. No attacks on the wit- 
nesses or on the grand jurors can 
divert the issue.” 

JURY MEETS TODAY. 


There was much speculation yes- 
terday as to the attitude the Dis- 
trict Attorney's office will assume to- 
day toward the grand jury. The 
inquisitorial body meets in ita regu- 
lar session today and several mat- 
ters of a criminal nature were said 
to have been scheduled for the 
meeting.
